This paper is responsive to the Requirement for Restriction mailed from the Patent and

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Summary of Restriction Requirement 

The Restriction Requirement states that the Examiner has determined that claim 33 
is generic to a plurality of disclosed patentably distinct sequences comprising: (1) Gly-Gly- 
Phe-Gly; and (2) Gly-Gly-Gly-Phe. 

The Examiner has therefore required that Applicants elect a single disclosed sequence. 

Election 

In response to the Restriction Requirement, Applicants elect the sequence 
(l)Gly-Gly-Phe-Gly, without traverse. 

Applicants note that the Examiner states that claims 1-38 are generic. Applicants 
respectfully request that upon allowance of a generic claim, the non-elected sequence be 
rejoined.
